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Industrial Peace 


The National Planning Associa- 
tion, one of the important business 
groups composed of progressive 
leaders of industry, agriculture, 
labor and the professions, seeks to 
counteract the blind obstructionist 
programs of such institutions as 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers. This group has recently 
released the results of a study of 
“What Causes Industrial Peace?” 
This is the first of a planned series 
of 15 special studies which will 
focus the attention on those cor- 
porations and industries where 
profitable labor and management 
harmony has prevailed. 

First emphasis is placed on the 
fact that American press and radio 
managements with their general 
anti-labor bias have always played 
up strike news and played down 
such great facts as last year’s rec- 
ords covering over 100,000 collec- 
tive bargaining labor management 
contracts,—with 24 out of 25 re- 
newed peacefully without strikes. 
In other words, only 4 per cent of 
the wage adjustments brought any 
strike action. Also, the 1946 wave 
of reconversion strikes, which were 
hysterically exaggerated through 
press and radio as a part of the 
propaganda campaign to put over 
anti-labor laws, reveal amazing 
progress over the strike wave of 
1919 following World War I. In ’19 
approximately 21 per cent of the 
working force of America was in- 
volved at one time or another in 
strikes. In 1946 only 14.5 per cent 
were at any time involved in strike 
action. Furthermore in 1946 there 
was almost no violence or blood- 
shed in contrast to many scenes of 
violence in post-War I labor strug- 
gles. 

The study then reports an in- 
tensive analysis of one of the 
world’s greatest industrial groups 
which has been strike-free for 14 
years—the West Coast Crown- 
Zellerbach Corporation. Why has 
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‘HE MIRACLE—AND THE TRAGEDY: America leads the world 

in the creation of wealth, in physical abundance, technological pro- 

gress, industrial skill, in science, education and medicine. This is the 
miracle of our day. 

And the whole world, emerging out of the most devastating war 
in human history, has turned to this America for leadership and for 
spiritual deliverance. We are giving them bread, tractors, ships, planes 
and guns,—but they are still begging us for leadership and for spiritual 
deliverance. At last it is becoming apparent that out of all our abun- 
dance we do not have the leadership nor the spiritual resources the world 
needs. This is the tragedy of our day.

‘HE NEXT CRISIS: The next U. S.-Russia point of crisis will likely 

hinge upon the fact that Moscow has not been preparing for the ex- 
pansion of communism by the force of arms as the U. S. has assumed— 
an assumption which is causing us to waste much of our substance and 
strength. Russia has been preparing for the expansion of communism by 
the development of native communistic forces within Germany, within 
Korea and within the other areas where the East-West struggle has been 
mounting. The crisis will come when the Soviet proposes the withdrawal 
of all occupation armies from these countries for, as the Russians with- 
draw, they will leave powerful closely integrated native Communist 
forces in these areas ready to push for control. Since these forces will 
be native, the U. S. will be helpless to intervene unless we are willing to 
deliberately promote civil wars. 


NPREPARED: For that threat we apparently have no answer,— 

for our military-minded diplomacy has spent billions on war prepar- 
ations and pennies on establishing real democratic forces in these coun- 
tries to meet this inevitable hour. For instance, our program of educa- 
tion for democracy in Germany has been so neglected, understaffed and 
poorly supported that pitifully little progress has been made. 

And that situation prevails almost everywhere—vast military ex- 
penditures to contain Russia on the military level and fragile, confused, 
woefully inadequate preparations to contain communism on the psycho- 
logical, economic and spiritual levels where its expansion and pressure 
are by far the greatest. In Korea the Soviet is already creating this very 
situation. The Russians have not only been talking about withdrawing 
their army from North Korea but have sent out news items that they 
were withdrawing. Washington is thus caught in a dilemma,—for our 
military-diplomats feel we dare not withdraw. The news that Russia is 
ready to leave Korea, while the U. S. is unwilling to do the same, is 
getting an enormous play throughout the foreign world and is doing 
untold damage to our prestige, especially among the nations of Asia. 

Thus it will not be long until the true nature of our conflict with 
communism may be at last forcibly brought before this nation’s atten- 
tion:—that, as the Communist Manifesto clearly teaches, there is no phi- 
losophy or program within the Communist world dialectic that contem- 
plates the spread of the Marvzist politic-economic pattern by conquest of 
arms on the part of Russia, “the Fatherland of the Soviets.” All Com- 
munist teachings emphasize the expansion of the world revolution by 
the indoctrination of distressed and impoverished masses through trained 
native leadership. 

How thoroughly the Moscow Politbureau follows this doctrine

WORK PERFORMANCE: An 
encouraging facing of facis is to 
be found in recent statements by 
the Urban League which promotes 
the interests of the Negro citizen 
in America’s community and in- 
dustrial life. The UL in New 
York has frankly stated that Ne- 
gro youth is failing to take full 
advantage of opportunities to pre- 
pare for definite occupations. On 
the other hand they carry in their 
minds a grudge attitude toward 
discrimination and are not making 
the effort to prepare themselves so 
adequately that they may over- 
come this discrimination by expert 
efficient performance of jobs made 
available to them by groups such 
as the UL. “Limited work oppor- 
tunities can only be corrected by 
greater work performance on the 
part of the Negro”, a UL spokes- 
man states. “The Negro must do 
his part to combat Jim Crowism 
in America.” 

A THREAT: We are getting 
much ballyhoo about the Con- 
gressional Un-American Activities 
Committee reports which smear 
many innocent worthy American 
citizens while hurling their darts 
at the very few who are guilty. 
But indictments against such con- 
gressional activity by authorita- 
tive legal figures in America are 
generally ignored. Former Sec- 
retary of War Robert P. Patterson, 
leading N. Y. law figure, also Sid- 
ney P. Simpson, prominent legal 
authority and professor of law, 
both vigorously condemned the 
Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee as an “inquisitorial system run 
riot ...a threat to American val- 
ues and to the entire proceedings 
of our jurisprudence.” 

Seores of such statements are 
being made but are not reaching 
the public in the extreme hysteria 
against communism being whipped 
up over the country to discredit 
all forms of liberalism which 
threaten the strangle grip many

this peace been possible? The 80 
page printed booklet gives the an- 
swers. Here are some of the im- 
portant observations it makes: 
Management had conducted ne- 
gotiations without undue delay,— 
procrastination being one of the 
weapons often used by manage- 
ment against labor demands; 
workers were convinced of man- 
agement’s desire to maintain rela- 
tive good wages and workers’ se- 
curity,—thus unions have felt se- 
cure from management’s attacks; 
contracts have been observed re- 
ligiously by both parties; manage- 
ment has been willing to meet 
with unions on almost any prob- 
lem; there have been effective 
grievance machinery, well-trained 
foremen, liberal retirement systems, 
and, what the research emphasized 
most of all, a policy of “lawyers 
barred” from all collective bar- 
gaining negotiations. This great 
corporation’s long record of high 
profits and unbroken dividends 
strongly underwrites the signifi- 
xance of these items. The report 
was signed unanimously by a spe- 
cial committee composed of promi- 
nent industrialists, union leaders 
and noted figures in the field of 
industrial relations. Why do not 
the usual news sources, which play 
up strikes, feature this construc- 
tive news? 








UN-FUNNY FUNNIES: The 
American Municipal Assn. reveals 
that nearly fifty American cities 
have banned scores of comics be- 
cause of their emphasis on may- 
hem, murder or lust. Many cities 
have had to set up permanent 
boards of censorship to control the 
crime-breeding un-funny funnies. 
Do we need any further evidence 
of the relationship of Christian 
character to the- profit-seeking 
principle of free enterprise ? 





RELIGION IN COLLEGE: 
Approximately seven out of ten 
students in two eastern universi- 
ties regard themselves as actually 
or potentially religious,, according 
to a recent issue of the Journal 
of Psychology. Three research 
workers questioned 412 students at 
Harvard, and 85 students at Rad- 
cliffe Woman’s College. When ask- 
ed, “Do you feel that you require 
some form of religious orientation 
or belief in order to achieve a fully 
mature philosophy of life’, 68 
per cent of the Harvard men an- 
swered “Yes,” 19 per cent replied 
in the negative, and 13 per cent 
were doubtful. Radcliffe women 
responded 82 per cent “Yes,” 12 
per cent “No,” 6 per cent doubtful. 
The greatest percentages showed 
the students’ conception of God as 
“An infinitely intelligent friendly 
being.”

may be seen in Czechoslovakia where the Czech Communists took over 
without any Russian army support. It is apparent also in a study of the 
very weapons being emphasized in Moscow’s preparation for war,—the 
submarine and the fighter plane, both predominantly defensive weapons 
(Jane’s World Navies Yearbook, 1948). The major offensive weapons,— 
battleships, air carriers and long-range bombers—are our chief points 
of emphasis. 


‘HE MARSHALL PLAN is not an adequate defense against Com- 
munist ideas. As it feeds hungry people, as worthy as that is, it is but 
a temporary road block in the path of Communist expansion. Filling a 
man’s stomach today does not solve the problem of tomorrow. In most of 
Europe wealth is still far too much in the control of a few groups while 
the people by and large know very little of the abundance and more 
equitable sharing that characterizes the “American way.” But these 
wealthy clans are the so-called “capitalistic” forces behind the right- 
wing political groups in Italy, France and elsewhere to whose support 
the Marshall plan is being chiefly directed. Yet in almost every country 
there are strong active middle ground groups that are labelled “social- 
ists” in one way or another,—but which constitute the only democratic 
forces in Europe. Except in England,—and there under continual con- 
gressional protest,—few of our Marshall dollars are being used to help 
these, our real friends. But millions are being spent to rebuild factories. 
steel mills, textile mills, mines, ete., to be restored to the same old wealthy 
clans who backed Mussolini and Hitler and are now struggling to per- 
petuate the “old status quo.” 
This is not helping democracy in Europe—this is preparing the 
way for communism. 


E COULD DOTT: Yet the U. S. could effectively combat the men- 

ace of communism without resorting to the weapons and tech- 
nique that lead to war. Radio and other propaganda means could be used 
to disseminate democratic news, ideas and ideals on an immeasurably 
greater scale than anything yet attempted. We are doing this already in a 
limited, frail sort of way through the “Voice of America” radio broad- 
casts. But again we are only putting pennies into this compared to the 
billions we are spending on other weapons that do not really come to 
grips with the expanding forces of communism. But in spite of the weak 
efforts of the “Voice of America,” remarkable results have been achieved. 
There are constant news reports of Russian soldiers, officers, civilians, 
deserting and escaping to British and American sectors. And it is a 
familiar thing to have these refugees attribute their determination to 
escape from Soviet oppression to the “Voice of America.” In view of 
what our feeble efforts have already accomplished it is reasonable to pre- 
dict that if our Government would organize a gigantic propaganda drive 
to flood the Communist world with news and truths of democracy, it 
would soon pyramid into a tidal wave of rebellion on the part of these 
suppressed peoples. 

Also we are not facing the great possibility of doing some infiltra- 
tion of our own,—effective, active and actual—to counteract Communist 
infiltration on the very ground where the Marxists are working. We pre- 
pare tens of thousands of young men to drop from the sky with guns, 
but little interest has been aroused in the task of actually using every 
device possible to get democratic Christian forces to working the area 
where Communist corrosive influences are at work. 

You say it can’t be done? 

It is being done right now! 

The Quakers, the Brethren groups, the Mennonites and others 
are already working in large numbers behind the Iron Curtain,—in Po- 
land, Finland, Bulgaria, Austria, Roumania, Greece, and even in the 
Communist-controlled areas of China,—healing the sick, building hos- 
pitals, feeding the hungry, caring for thousands of little children, in- 
structing the young, helping to rebuild homes and villages. Since Ameri- 
can young people are doing this work voluntarily, their very presence 
is teaching people what Christian Americanisin stands for. They get no 
headlines, no excited radio reports—all that goes to the generals and 
drum-thumpers. But these who work without guns are changing the 
world wherever they are,—winning the respect and cooperation of all the 
people they touch. The Quaker program is now beginning to penetrate 
even into Russia; shipments of medical supplies are being sent in 
where great need and suffering are known to exist. 

This kind of program could be multiplied a thousand fold and 
more if the heart of America could be turned sufficiently from its con- 
centration on fear, hatred and the instruments of war to inaugurate and 
support such an effort.

INQUIRY: In connection with 
the above it is important to note 
that Congressman J. Parnell Thom- 
as of N.J., head of the Un-Amer- 
ican Activities Committee, is now 
on the fire himself. For months he 
has been snarling at and smearing 
innocent witnesses against whom 
no red charges could be substanti- 
ated or about whom such _ red 
charges were obviously ridiculous. 
But for weeks now columnist Drew 
Pearson has been charging that 
Mr. Thomas has padded congres- 
sional pay roles with phantom ‘obs 
for his kin and has taken “kick- 
from them and from other 
employees, and that he also ac- 
cepted payments for arranging soft 
Army jobs for constituents. Seven- 
teen N. J. attorneys, both Repub- 
licans Democrats, have 
‘vought the FBI in for prelimip 
ary inquiry into these 
The Ameriean Government should 
ferret out all Communists who use 
their philosophy to promote vio- 
lent overthrow of the American 
Government, but the Government 
should prosecute with full 
force all who use their official po- 
sition for corrupt purposes. 

QUARANTINE OF. TRUTH: 
Dr. Wm. P. Tolley, chancellor of 
Syracuse University and authori- 
ty on the American press, recently 
stated that the people of the 
United States were at times as 
poorly informed about foreign af- 
fairs as citizens of the U. S. S. R. 
Added the chancellor, speaking 
before a large group of editors, 
“Government officials and public 
relations operatives of business 
have established a quarantine of 
truth through’ which the press is 
able to break only on occasion.” 
Pressure from advertisers and 
from large financial groups that 
have investments in publishing 
maintain an inter-play of pressure 
that is stiffling the voice of new 
ideas and progress in America, ac- 
cording to the eminent educator. 

DESIRE TO DISAGREE: 
Very little was reported in this 
country of the important state- 
ments made by the powerful Min- 
ister of India, Jawaharlal Nehru, 
on India’s first independence day. 
These statements were widely pub- 
licized in the foreign press but 
were generally ignored in the 
Western Hemisphere because Mr. 
Nehru severely criticized Russian- 
American relations. From the 
viewpoint of the unprejudiced

promise.. He placed the blame 
equally on both sides for their ob- 
vious “desire to disagree.” Efforts 
in America to suppress Mr. Neh- 
ru’s widely heralded words do not 
alter the fact that he is one of the 
world’s few living great men with 
enormous influence outside the 
Western Hemisphere, holding a 
key position in the Asiatic world. 

WAR LORDS: The American 
people paid blood money to giant 
American corporations in World 
War ITI for the industrial produc- 
tion that crushed the axis. A vet- 
eran newspaper man, Bruce Cat- 
ton, who was also director of in- 
formation in the War Production 
Board, now tells that story in his 
new book. “The War Lords of 
Washington,” (Harcourt Brace, 
$3). Mr. Catton charges that many 
of the country’s greatest industrial- 
ists put their own interests first. 
clung to their favorite peace-time 
economie theories and guarded 
their rights to make high profits 
to the very end. They also demand- 
ed that their great corporations be 
permitted to use war-time produc- 
tion to inerease their hold upon 
the country’s economic resources 
through the manipulation of large 
war contracts in ways that would 
more deeply intrench the position 
of their own great institutions and 
severely weaken their smaller in- 
dependent competitors scattered 
throughout the country. Mr. Cat- 
ton’s report, which is packed with 
authoritative and undeniable docu- 
mentary evidence, reveals how the 
above motives long delayed our 
war production while thousands of 
American soldiers died on the bat- 
tlefield ill-armed because the stuff 
was not getting there soon enough. 
Mr. Catton does not charge that 
the leaders of the automobile, steel, 
oil and rubber industries were evil 
men,—he simply reports how they 
continued to govern. their actions 
by the urge for profit and power 
and how their cooperation rested 
upon the submergence of patriotic 
and moral issues. Mr. Catton does 
not place the blame on just a few 
shoulders—the whole economic and 
political system is involved, and 
much of the responsibility, as this 
documentary evidence shows, falls 
heavily upon the shoulders of the 
leaders in the White House and 
the War Dept. This is an accurate 
report on the intricacies of con- 
tracts, the inter-office struggles of 
dollar-a-year men whose big cor: 
poration salaries continued,—an- 
other valuable mountain of docu- 
mentary evidence that war and all 
of its works bring out the most evil 
selfish qualities of human nature. 
We do not particularly recommend 
this book for the individual highly

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One of the great weaknesses of our political life today is the 
failure to recognize the place of the spiritual in matters pertain- 
ing to community and state. Men are always talking about pre- 
serving democracy, the dangers of the collapse of democratic 
processes and the rise of totalitarian power. But that whole ques- 
tion rests upon the spiritual nature of man. No democracy is pos- 
sible except where men have sufficient integrity and spiritual 
character to control themselves from within. When those inner 
restraints break down, the fall of democracy is inevitable. But 
society must contain itself one way or the other. So, in despera- 
tion, to bring order out of chaos, men will submit to the con‘rol 
of the lash, held in any strong hand that rises above them. This is 
the great lesson of our century. When will we learn it?

feeding, in teaching democracy,—does not even have to penetrate into 
Russia itself to contain communism in a manner that militarism can 
never achieve. Russia is not surrounded by an iron curtain—that’s a 
handy catch-phrase that deceives us. It is really an iron sieve, hard and 
steel edged, but as full of holes as there are human contacts that by the 
million seep and trickle in and out of the Soviet borders. 


USSIAN UNDERGROUND: And enveloping this approach to 

communism is the known fact that there is a powerful, widely organ- 
ized anti-Communist Russian underground movement that extends in 
a thick and intricate network through Russia, all around Russia and 
into Russian communities in the U. S. News of this underground move- 
ment (Nacionalno-Trudovoy Souz, or NTS) has been published in Look 
Magazine, Oct. 26, 1948, and in the Associated Press, Oct. 21, 1948. The 
possibilities of aiding the NTS, which reaches into the very heart of 
Moscow, are tremendous. While we feed, clothe, heal and win the good 
will of the people who are being subjected to the Communist propaganda, 
we should be making every possible effort to aid those who have been 
victims of communism and are willing to risk all in freeing their native 
land of Marxist tyranny. 

This does not mean that our nation should disarm. But it does 
mean that our military might should be made a defensive force and no 
longer used as the arm of our diplomacy—a course that inevitably leads 
to war. Keep our guns nearer home and shift our aggressive resistance 
to communism to those levels where we can really come to grips with 
the evil. 

To the criticism that this is idealistic and impractical, let it be 
remembered that there is now abundant evidence that World War II 
could have been stopped months before its bloody finale in 1945 if our 
military-political leaders had been intelligent and courageous enough to

TWISTING HISTORY: In the 
top flight moving picture, “The 
Three Musketeers,” the figure of 
France’s notorious Catholic Cardi- 
nal Richelieu has had a major al- 
teration at the behest of the Cath- 
olic Legion of Decency which at- 
tempts to exert a coniplete censor- 
ship over all movies in America. 
They didn’t want Richlieu to ap- 
pear in his true historic role as a 
Cardinal of the Church. The first 
reports from Hollywood stated that 
the Cardinal would be shown as 
Protestant in the movie, but final- 
ly he appeared as a non-Catholic 
layman, or as the studios put it, 
“Just a lay prime minister.” The 
role of the slender razor-edged 
churchman and corrupt politician 
of the 17th century is being por- 
trayed in the film by huge Sidney 
Greenstreet, and the history of the 
Roman Catholic Church is being, 
in this instance, whitewashed for 
the American public. One of our 
chief complaints against the Com- 
munists is that they twist history 
around to suit themselves, but it 
is apparently all right when Cardi- 
nal Spellman of the Catholic hier- 
archy of America, through his Le- 
gion of Decency, does the twisting. 
We know of no record where a 
Protestant figure has been so 
spared in the films,—in fact they’re 
usually played up in a snide and 
sneering manner, while America’s 
sprawling disorganized Protestant 
majority continue in a self-im- 
posed helplessness. 


OPIUM AS A WEAPON: 
Once both the British and French 
empires used opium as a means of 
maintaining profitable dominance 
of their colonial areas. Shamed be- 
fore the world’s moral judgement, 
Britain slowly relinquished this 
loathesome instrument of exploita- 
tion, but it is shocking to hear that 
the U. S. is preparing to bring 
France before the bar of the UN 
for violating agreements to outlaw 
the sale and use of opium in 
French colonial territory. The 
Paris government is to be charged 
with maintaining the opium mo- 
nopoly in Indo-China with its ex- 
orbitant tax revenues being used 
to help maintain armed conquest 
of the rebellious areas. One of the 
worst things the civilized world 
charged against Japan’s conquest 
of China was the use of opium to 
weaken the people and drain the 
country of its economic resources. 
Little is ever said of the fact that 
the Japanese learned the art from 
the British—and from the French 
who are still practicing it. 





The Moving Spotlight 

THE MOUNTING PRES- 
SURE to use the European Recov- 
ery Program to subsidize Ameri- 
ean industrial and agricultural in- 
terests has finally forced a rebel- 
lion on‘the part of the leaders of 
the ERP program. Administrator 
Paul G. Hoffman, himself an 
American industrial leader of 
the forward-looking 
type, finally was compelled to tell 
a group of southern congressmen 
and officials 
where he stood “even if they don’t 
like it.” The delegation claimed 
that return of tobacco production 
in other countries was cutting in- 
to previous American markets. The 
delegation asked Mr. Hoffman to 
follow what they deseribed as the 
“intent of Congress” in making 
sure that American tobacco mar-

kets are protected as world tobacco 
production is restored abroad. Mr. 
Hoffman said, “I am opposed to 
distorting the historic trade pat- 
tern of Europe in favor of Ameri- 
can industry . I don’t believe 
that American industry or agri- 
culture is entitled to subsidy under 
this program.” Mr. Hoffman in- 
sisted that European relief was to 
rebuild a normal world trade and 
not an effort to further underwrite 
the greatly increased American 
trade created by wayr’s dislocation. 


DIAMONDS are being bought 
on unprecedented scale by the peo- 
ple of the world because of the in- 
stability of currency on nearly all 
continents. So the international 
diamond cartel, after suffering 
some hindrances and minor regu- 
lations during the war, is also op- 
erating in full swing again. But 
the value of diamonds is chiefly 
artificial for diamonds are plenti- 
ful and would be as cheap as 
many semi-precious stones were 
it not for the world-wide monopo- 
listic controls practiced by the dia- 
mond cartel. The De Beers Cor- 
poration, a British-Dutch concern, 
controls practically all the mining 
and marketing of diamonds in the 
world. They maintain the artifi- 
cially high prices (with their high 
profits on both the industrial 
stones and the gem diamonds) by 
controlling the amount of dia- 
monds cut each year, releasing 
just enough to maintain a scarcity 
at all times. During the war ,this 
practice created a great shortage 
of industrial diamonds greatly 
needed by the war industries of 
America. The American fighting 
men were dying all over the world 
to protect areas containing the 
properties of the diamond cartel 
but the cartel continued to main- 
tain this shortage regardless of the 
effect on drastically needed de- 
fense materials. (See Between The 
Lines, June 9, 1947). This cartel, 
strongly intrenched in the finan-

have given aid to the powerful German underground which was within 
inches of overthrowing the Nazis long before the war ended. This under- 
ground movement was known to have derived much of its strength, sup- 
port and leadership from religious groups. Allen Dulles, chief of the 
American OSS in Europe throughout the war, testifies in his book, “Ger- 
many’s Underground” (see Between The Lines, June 9, 19:47) that the 
OSS strongly felt that this aid should have been given,—but “practical” 
men in Washington iqnored the request and 100,000 more American boys 
died in the neat 10 ».onths. So-called practical men are going to destroy 
our civilization unless men of ideals can outweigh their sluggish, groping 
disastrous influence. | 

Why isn’t this done? It is because the profits are made in steel 
for guns and ships,—in textiles and leather goods for uniforms and 
equipment. It is because a huge army and navy provides thousands of 
high-ranking commissions. Psychological and spiritual warfare doesn’t 
make profits, doesn’t provide be-medalled uniforms and rank for thou- 
sands of little men who could never make it in our highly competitive 
commercial society. And stretching through every aisle of our Congress 
and Government are the long arms of influence from these industrial 
interests which have profited enormously by the war and are beginning 
again to reap a new harvest now by the renewed re-armament program. 
That’s why little interest or support can be aroused for that other war 
of ideas—for the weapons that reach men’s minds—that are able to at- 
tack communism in the area where its true strength and power of ex- 
pansion lies. 

Although little publicized, many leading thinkers are following 
this hopeful line of thought that war can be waged by ideas. A new 
book “Persuade or Perish” by Wallace Carroll (Houghton Mifflin, $4) 
demonstrates with documentary evidence and great power the place that 
psychological warfare could have in facing evil warlike forces,—and 
shows how the Russians have been defeating us all over the world by this 
so-ealled “impractical” method of fighting. They never underestimate its 
effectiveness or call it “idealistic.” 

NEVITABLE TRENDS: Though the election is over, there actually 

will be very little change, for major trends were inevitable. There is 
certain to be a swing away from military domination in foreign affairs 
and a return of civilian diplomacy. Progress has to come in housing, 
minimum wage, development of public power and other nation-wide 
programs which have been denounced so widely by the GOP as New 
Deal “Communist trends.” Contrary to impressions given the public, 
both candidates and both sets of inside party planners know that the 
Government must continue to take the lead in all these matters. The 
extremes of New Deal planning in which private enterprise was being 
squeezed out in vast Government projects were long ago abandoned be- 
cause of pressure within the Democratic party itself. Both Dewey and 
Truman acknowledge that if private enterprise cannot or does not fur- 
nish adequate low income housing the Government must step in. The 
same is true in the development of public power resources; in the main- 
tenance of a great public works program to absorb unemployment; in 
the continuation of high taxes on large incomes and corporation profits ; 
in the increase of minimum wage, and larger pensions for old people; in 
new progressive public health measures; in conservation and reclamation 
programs. All these so-called “New Deal” trends will continue, in spite 
of all the tirades from GOP reactionaries who backed Dewey, hoping to 
turn the tide of “radicalism.” 

These trends are part of a world-wide awakening of the social 
consciousness of the human race. The Administration to be set up in 
January will try to envelope its program in new words and phrases so 
it will sound different for political purposes, but the trends will be the 
same. The accent will be on more efficient management and closer team- 
work. But it will continue to be the biggest Government machine in 
the world spending unprecedented sums of money. America will move 
on as the world moves on.

cial centers of America, was able 
through their contacts in Wash- 
ington, Wall St., ete., to prevent 
or circumvent any feeble efforts 
made to loosen their grip on the 
vital industrial stones . 

MOVIE MONOPOLY: For 
many years the five giant movie 
corporations have controlled most 
of the movie theaters in America. 
Thus they control the marketing 
of films, and independent theater 
owners have been compelled to 
take and pay for whatever was 
sent out. The Justice Dept. of the 
U. S. Government will soon start 
suit against these great Hollywood 
corporations to force them to re- 
linquish their control over the ex- 
hibition end of the business and 
put the moving picture theaters 
back in the realm of free enter- 
prise. Many of the sordid inartis- 
tic pictures you have seen in your 
local theater were forced upon the 
local manager. When he would 
select one good picture, the bosses 
would compel him to take another 
he didn’t want and pay whatever 
rates were assessed to him. The 
Federal suit will endeavor to break 
up this malicious practice.
